AMERICANS ARE LEFT 


Their Plan of Arbitration Not Looked 


Upon Favorably by Conference 


Delegates. 
Will Not Pass 


It, May Offer a Few 


Amendments.

trouble has reached a Crisis. 
The dif- 


ferences between England and Presi- i 
dent Kruger have reached such a dan- 
gerously acute stage that many would 
not to be surprised if war were to result. 


Thf failure of the conference at Bloem- 


fontem between President Kruger and 
Sir Alfred Milner is the most annoying 
incident that England has experienced 
for years. 


The idea has prevailed to a large ex- 


tent that Kruger would not dare to defy 
British public opinion any longer, and 
that he would be ready to grant the con- 
cessions to the uitlanders which Mr. 
Chamberlain has been asking for. This 
hope has been so rudely shattered that 
the disappointment v, hich followed it is 
something extremely bitter. 


Good judges say that cmly for one ob- 


stacle war would inevitably be declared 
at once against the Transvaal. That one 
obstacle is the peace conference, for 
naturally the British ministers feel a 
little ashamed of forcing a quarrel on 
Kruger at the very moment when, British 
representatives are so busy formulating 
plans of peace and mediation at the 
peace conference. 
But notwithstanding all thds public 


opinion is'so incensed against Krager 
that the ministers may be compelled to 
go to extreme measures. 


Mr. Chamberlain, in his speech in the 


house of commons yesterday, announced 
that hia reply to the petition of the out- 
landers, which had been held back pen-d- 
ing the result of the conference at 
Bloemfontein, would now be presented 
to the Transvaal. 


This reply is semi-officially described 


as explicit, but "conciliatory," but It Is 
believed to be in the nature of a practical 
ultimatum. The resources of diplomacy 
are regarded as exhausted with the fail- 
ure of the conference. Nothing: is left, 
It is felt, but a recourse to force. 


Mr. Chamberlain, replying to various 


questions on the subject, confirmed the 
reports of the failure of the Bloemafon- 
tein conference and also admitted the 
accuracy of the statements madte in the 
dispatch from Matjes Fonteln, explain- 
ing that the British high commissioner 
informed President Kruger that Great 
Britain would not consent to the Inter- 
vention of a foreign power in Anglo- 
Transvaal disputes. 


With reference to the Jameson raid, 


Mr. Chamberlain added, "the commis- 
sioner informed the president that the 
British Chartered South Africa com- 
pany, while protesting against the un- 
reasonable amount of the claim, would 
consent to submit to arbitration the 
question of the amount of damages to be 
paid." 


The London papers are full of threats 


and* hints and abuse of Kruger. They 
advise "bringing Kruger to his senses," 
"asserting ttte sovereign rights of the 
British empire," insisting on our lawful 
authority being recognized, and other 
such measures, under penalty of visiting 
the most sever* penalties on President 
Kruger. 


The Daily Mail says it learns that It 


•was President Kruger hlnwelf who sug- 
gested the conference, and It claims to 
have reliable authority for declaring that 
Sir Alfred Milner, the British high com- 
missioner, has his back to the wall, and 
is supported to the utmost by the cab- 
inet.

If we 


know our Kruger aright, be will back 
down; and if not, why— 


The Standard, wniCH remmfls the 


Transvaal that its Independence Is not 
absolute, but is contingent on a faith- 
ful execution of the agreement stipulat- 
ing equal rights for all white inhabi- 
itants, says: 
We now demand that all 


Englishmen resident In the Transvaal 
shall be treated with Justice, and Pres- 
ident Kruger may rest assured that the 
whole country wjll support the govern- 
ment In any measures required to make 
this demand effective.

WILUAWSTOWN. 


DESERTED BY MANY CHILDREN. 


'A lady by tlie name of Williams of 


Biackinton called on the chairman of 
the board of selectmen recently and 
•aked for help from the town, as »he 
waa too old to work and had no one to 
help her and that unless the town could 
pay her a little money weekly she 
would have to go to tho town farm. 
The case seems to bo a very sad one. 
as she said she was 82 years old and 
waa the mother of nine children, 20 
rrandchildren and about 40 greatgrand- 
children, all of whom were in very good 
circumstances, and could very well help 
her if "they wished.

Ih* All«y«4 Orlrteal 
Bonrce of Oox 


Knowledge of English Literature. 


'To tome of as — I suspect, indeed, to ! 


0 good many — Boswell represents the 
original sousce not only of knowledge 
abont Johnson, but of our knowledge of 
English literature in general. He was 
Our introducer to the great anonymous 
club formed by English men of letters 
from the days when Shakespeare met 
Ben Jonson to the days when Carlyle 
diaconrsed to Eroude. We became mem- 
bers of the craft on spirit under Bos- 
well's guidance, whether we have or 
have not become actually identified 
with ii In the flesh. It therefore be- 
comes next to impossible to abstract 
from Boswell — all our later knowledge 
has been more or less ingrafted upon 
him, however far we may have traveled 
from the source. Boswell gave the nu- 
cleus, and more or less consciously we 
have used his world as a standard inev- 
itably taken into account in all later 
judgments. To suppose Boswell nonex- 
istent is for sach readers to suppose a 
kind of organic change in our whole es- 
timate of literary characteristics. 


When reading, especially about some 


erf the other famous talkers, Coleridge's 
monologues or Sydney Smith's explo- 
sions of fun, I find myself thinking how 
they would have sounded at the Miter 
or the Turk's Head. Thanks to Boawell, 
1 take tbe Johnsonian article to be a 
fixed datum like the official yard at the 
Tower, and to be asked to put that out 
of my head is to be invited to deprive 
myself of my only measuring rod. It a 
exceedingly difficult, at any rate, to put 
oneself outside of Boswell and to con- 
etrne a portrait of Johnson simply out 
of such other materials H an hen put 
together. 


I have read Hawkins and Mrs. Plozzi 


and the rest, but always with the help 
of the preconceived notions. Where 
they could be fitted intoJBoiwell I hava 
accepted them as corroborationa, but 
when, they differed 1 have probably re- 
jected the uncongenial elements with 
perhaps a careless aanmptioa that they 
aurt to inaocurato, and yet it MBXDI 
only justice to the«t respectable persona 
to eonsidar whether we ought not to re- 
open tbe point If Mme. D'Arblay eaw 
something of Johnson which waa not 
revealed to Boawell, may we not discov- 
er similar supplementary hinta in the 


' other attempt* at portraiture?— Leslie

Sir Walter Scott at least as much amuse- 
ment as annoyance. In. his earlier yeara 
"a mad woman from about Alnwick," 
by dint of letters and plans, first ex- 
tracted from him a guinea for a charity, 
then sent him the manuscript of a curi- 
ous novel, which he was to publish m 
his own name, and of which he was to 
take half the profits- Finally, on his de- 
clining the partnership, she suggested he 
should take shares in a medicine for 
'babies, her own invention. Dread of 
participation in "such a Herodlike 
affair" drove Scott to decline the honor 
of future correspondence with the lady. 


On a March day in- his- fatal year, 


1826, 
Sir Walter answered two modest 


requests from widow ladies. One of 
these, presuming on a former slight ac- 
quaintance with his mother, desired 
that he should impress ou Peel, then 
home secretary, the merits of her -second 
son, whom he was to represent as "fit 
for any situation in a public office." 
The second lady, who had already pe- 
rused "Marmion" .and "The Lady of 
the Lake,'' engaged, inreturn for a suit- 
able provision for her son's education, 
to read all her benefactor's other works. 
After dealing with these letters, Scott 
felt himself constrained to record his 
conviction that "your destitute widow, 
especially if she bath a charge of chil- 
dren and one or two fit,for patronage, is 
one of the most impudent1 animals liv* 
ing.''—Temple Bar.

An Ohio undertaker named Pearse 


doesn't allow sentiment to interfere 
with business. He can't see why the 
shoemaker adjoining his establishment 
should advertise his skill by displaying 
his samples, or the tailor across the 
street hang his latest sartor^l confec- 
tion in his front window, while the em- 
balmer's good wdrk has to find a lodg- 
ment beneath six feet of earth almost as 
soon as it has been accomplished. 


Mark Twain, when he was shown the 


mummy of a Pharaoh who lived in the 
time of Moses;i shrugged his shoulders 
•with contemptuons indifference and1 re- 
marked to the curator of the museum: 


"Kaven't you got a corpse that is a 


little fresher?" 
• 


All Mark hasjto do is to visit the fu- 


neral direction establishment of- Mr. 
Pearce at Ardmore, There he will prob- 
ably find something more to his fastidi- 
ous fancy in the shape of a sample of 
embalming, kept on view by Mr. Pearce 
for inspection byj.his customers. The 
"subject" has now done service for a 
period of three years, and the proprietor 
confidently expects that it will last as 
long as he remains in business. 


The body in question has been in the 


very warmest workroom of his estab- 
lishment all this while, and the leather- 
like flesh of the corpse is totally free 
from odor or putrefaction. Some say 
the -hair on a .body will grow after 
death. This probably originated in the 
mind of a dramatist or novelist, who 
wanted to sensationalize his readers to 
sell his books, for there lies Mr. Pearce's 
dead man, with his very last hair cut 
the same as it was two'or three years 
ago. 
Then some say that the hair will 


fall out, but yon couldn't pull the hair 
out of that body with tweezers. Bach 
hair seems to be particularly riveted in- 
to the hardening leather and bone 
Even the fuzzy, lighter hairs of all 
other parts of the body remain the same 
, as they were at death. 


Formaldeheyde, a product of wood- 


alcohol, and a comparatively recent 
product, is" the fluid with which the 
body was embalmed, and Mr. Pearce 
says that there is now a fluid, with oth- 
er elements added, that is far better 
than the 140 ounces, or a little over oho 
gallon—$3 worth—of the f ormaldeheyde 
used for the dessication of the body in 
question.—New York Herald. 


A New TJso Vor Organ Grinders. 


A well dressed woman lately entered 


a Paris jeweler's shop and asked to see 
some valuable gold pins. While she 
was examining them a man began play- 
ing a barrel organ before the door. The 
music seemed to annoy the lady, and, 
stepping to the door, she threw a piece 
of money to the man and told him to 
go a-way, which he did at once.

DESPERADO CLARK. 


ONE OF THE MOST REMARKABLE GRIM' 


INALS OF HIS TIME. 


A Daring and Coolneo That Have Seldom 


Been Equaled—Hanged at lost For Mur- 
der—The BeOned and Pioiu Woman Wlio 
Mourned Him. 
There lived in this city until a few 


years ago, and may be living hero still, 
a frail, careworn little woman whose 
life had been linked with one of the 
most unhappy and yet most interesting 
romances in the annals of this centu- 
ry's crime. She was the wife of John 
Clark, one of the most remarkable crim- 
inals of his time. Although a thorottgh- 
ly respectable, well educated and high 
minded woman and a devout member of 
the church, she lived with him for 
years, tried her best to reform him, 
sought to protect him from the officers 
who were ever on his trail and was 
faithful to him to the end. 


Clark was the son of a prosperous 


business man in Kochester. When he 
was a boy, he figured in all sorts of 
wild escapades, was arrested several 
times for small offenses and had devel- 
oped into a professional crook before he 
was SO years old. One of his most nota- 
ble traits was his love of display. He 
was small and slender, with clean cut 
features and black, curling hair. He al- 
ways wore a silk hat, a low cut vest, 
whita kid gloves and small, pointed 
shoes that pinched his tiny feet. He al- 
so wore several largo diamonds on his 
fingers and shirt front 
When he was 


still very young, but long after his rep- 
utation had made him a terror to the 
town, he eloped with his cousin, a 
beautiful young girl, carefully reared. 
It was a short honeymoon The authori- 
ties were too hot on his trail to allow 
him to prolong his stay with his wife, 
so, leaving her with friends, he set out 
again on his travels. From that time 
until his death his visits to his wife 
were far apart and uncertain. He was 
too busy carrying out his bold plans for 
robbery to stay long in the town. 


Jailer John Cawthra of Rochester, 


who knev Clark well and was present 
when he was hanged in that town, in 
conversation recalled the desperado. 


"Clark was the nerviest man I ever 


knew," said the old jailer. "When he 
was on one of his visits in Rochester, he 
was walking one day through the ar- 
cade, right in the center of the town. 
It was crowded with people, and they 
all knew who he was. JVith his gay 
clothes and handsome face he was very 
conspicuous. He was walking with a 
girl—he was a great man for the girls—- 
and he was twirling a cigarette in his 
month. A big, strapping man passed 
them, looked back into the girl's face 
and smiled. That angered Clark. With- 
out a moment's hesitation he drew a re- 
volver from his pocket and fired. The 
bullet knocked off two of the man's fin- 
gers. Clark wiped the revolver with his 
handkerchief, put it back in his pocket, 
and, telling the girl to wait a ipoment, 
stopped to relight his cigarette. He was 
as cool as if nothing had happened, and 
you can bet there was no one around 
there who dared touch him. They knew 
he was John Clark and that he wouldn't 
hesitate to fire again on the slightest 
provocation. 


"Clark made a great deal of money 


from his robberies. He took something 
like $30,000 out of Mexico, most of it 
from a bank. He was arrested in one of 
the southern states and lodged in 33!!, 
but he escaped before he had been there 
a day. Later he was caught in this city 
and locked up in the Tombs. How he 
got out no one knows to this day. There 
were charges enough against him at the 
time to send him to prison for the rest 
of his life. There are those who knew 
Clark well who say he made at least 
$100,000 by robbing houses and banks. 
He was, in my opinion, the most skill- 
ful burglar of his time. I well remem- 
ber one night when a business man of 
Rochester was robbed by him. 
The 


man's house was on East avenue, the 
best street of the town. Clark discov- 
ered that he kept a good sized roll of 
bank notes in his clothes all the time. 
The man was in the habit of sitting np 
far into the night, and when Clark ap- 
peared on the scene to enter the house 
he discovered the owner in a dressing 
gown, with his back to the window, 
reading. .This discovery, however, did 
not discourage Clark Ho went away 
and camo back with a long stick, to 
which were fastened a string and a hook. 
Suddenly the man inside looked np to 
gee his trousers, with his roll of bills in 
them, going swiftly through the air and 
out of the window. 
He must have 


thought they were bewitched, for he1 
could not see for the moment the string 
and the stick. As soon as he hadjcecov- 
ered his self possession he ran out to 
look for the thief, but it was no use. 
Clark wasiar away by that time. 
- "Clark waa cornered in Rochester at 
last. He had just returned from one of 
his long tours of burglary through the 
country. He was seen coming out of 
the house where his wife lived, and two 
or three policemen went in pursuit of 
him- When they cornered him in an 
alley, he turned and shot one of thorn 
dead. 


"All the time he was in jail await- 


ing the execution of his sentence to be 
hanged his wife was a daily visitor. 
She is still a handsome woman, with an* 
air of refinement and good breeding 
about her. He was the coolest man I 
ever saw on the scaffold. He walked up 
the steps smoking a cigarette and smil- 
ing as if he enjoyed himself. 'Jnstwait 
till I finish this smoke and I'm ready," 
he remarked. They let him finish it. 


"Hia death broke his poor wife's 


heart. I saw her two or threo years aft- 
erword, and she was wrinkled and old, 
and tho gray waa beginning to come in- 
to her hair. She drifted to this city, 
and perhaps she is here yet."—jNow 
York San.

Professor Crookea, in his'recent re- 


markable lecture on diamonds, men- 
tioned some interesting facts concerning 
that always popular subject. When in 
examining diamonds under polarized 
light the black cross of the polarizer re- 
volves around a pairticnlar spot in the in- 
side of the crystal and the point is exam- 
ined with a high power, a slight flaw and 
more rarely a minute cavity are some- 
times seen. This cavity is filled with gas 
at an enormous pressure, and the strain 
which iMset up in the stone by the ef- 
fort of the gas to escape ig not infre- 
quently removed only by the explosion 
of the gem. It is not at all uncommon 
for a diamond to explode soon after it 
reaches the surface, and some have been 
known to burst in the pockets of the 
miners or when held in the warm hand. 
Large crystals are more liable to burst 
than smaller pieces. Valuable stones 
have been destroyed in this way, and it 
is whispered that cunning dealers have 
often done a handsome stroke of busi- 
ness by allowing responsible clients to 
handle or carry in their warm pockets 
large crystals fresh from the mine. By 
way of safeguard against explosion some 
dealers embed large diamonds in raw 
potatoes to insure safe transit on the 
ocean voyage. 


Professor Crookes showed that a dia- 


mond conld actually be too hard. Prom 
a rich yield of beantif ully white dia- 
monds in New South "Wales great things 
were expected. When a parcel of many 
hundred carats came to England, it was 
fonnd they were so hard as to be prac- 
tically unworkable as gems, and they 
were ultimately sold for rock- boring 
purposea The intense hardness of the 
diamond was illustrated by an experi- 
ment. The diamond was placed on tha 
flattened apex of a conical block of steel, 
and on it was brought down a second 
cone of steel. As these cones were forced 
together by hydraulic power the^ image 
of the diamond and' the steel faces of 
the cones were projected on the screen 
with an electric lantern. The stone was 
seen to be squeezed right into the steel 
blocks without being injured in tha 
slightest degree. 


Umblen Cotton. 


An interesting sight at Opolika, Ala., 


is a patch of "limbless" cotton. The 
plants are from five to seven feet high 
and have no limbs or branches at all. 
The bolls form on little twigs two and 
three inches long, and when in bloom 
the stalk presents the appearance of a 
white column. A crop of about four 
bales to the acre is what is expected un- 
der fair conditions. This Alabama patch 
is the property of the Eev. L N. Fitz- 
patrick, a presiding elder of the negro 
Methodist church, and such is his care 
of his unique crop and his confidence in 
his neighbors that he watches it at night 
witi)j» d02 and sran.-—Exchanea,

The flowers are produced in 
great profusion, and when they appear, 
which is at the beginning of the rainy 
seasjon, they are in the form of elongat- 
ed, greenish buds. These uuespanded 
buds are the cloves of commerce, which 
derive their name from the Spanish 
word clavo, "a nail," so called from 
the real or fancied resemblance of the 
bud to a nail. 


Sometimes the clove fruit appears in 


commerce iu a dried state, under the 
name of "mother clovea" It has an 
odor nnd flavor similar to clones, but is 
much weaker. 


The flower bods are beaten from the 


tree and are dried by the smoke of wood 
fires and afterward by the sun. If the 
buds remain on the trees, the calices 
gradually swell, the embryo seeds en- i 
large and the pungent properties of the 
cloves are to a great degree dissipated. 


Cloves consist of rwo parts, a round 


head, which is, iu fact, the flower rolled 
up, inclosing a number of small fila- 
ments, and tho four points that sur- 
round the flower and form the flower 
cup of the unripe seed vessel. When 
they are soaked tor a short time in hot 
water, the flowers soften and readily 
unroll, so that all of the parts may be 
seen. 


The entire clove tree is highly aro- 


matic, and the foot stalks of the leaves 
have nearly the same pungent quality 
as the calyx of the flower.—Philadel- 
phia Tunes.

Charles Eliot Norton, professor of 


arts at Harvard university, whom Mat- 
thew Arnold described as the "only gen- 
tleman in America," objects most heart- 
ily to undergraduate specializing. He 
believes ia the English university train- 
ing, which gives a man a broad educa- 
tion and a liberal equipment for citizen- 
ship which makes of him a cultivated 
gentleman. In one of his lecture courses 
Professor Norton told of a student with 
whom to had talked. The young man 
was a sophomore; his specialty, biolo- 
gy. He described with great enthusiasm 
the character of his work and lamented 
the fact that he had been unable, 
through the regulations of the faculty, 
to take more biology in his freshman 
year. As a junior and a senior be in- 
tended to elect it exclusively, he said. 


The young man's enthusiasm was 


rather xagre saddening than inspiring 
to the professor. Four years' devotion 
to a single subject was crushing to bis 
ideals of education. So he asked: 


"Don't yon think that your career in 


college would eventually be more satis- 
factory to yourself and of more profit to 
others if you were to take less of biolo- 
gy and acquaint yourself a little with 
literature and history and the arts?"

destined for biology. 


For some time Professor Norton was 


silent.

ADAMS MAN KILLED. 


Struck by a Train Near Springfield 


Yesterday 


James O'ToOle jr., son of Mr. and 


Mrs. James O'Toole of Adams, was in- 
stantly 
killed by an express train 


near 
North 
Wilbraham, 
outside 


of Springfield about 2 o'clock Thursday 
afternoon. It is believed that he was 
on his way home to Adams when he 
•was killed. He was a beamer tender 
and was used to traveling. He was 
well known here and his parents have 
the sympathy of Adams people in. their 
bereavement. 
He leaves besides his 


parents a brother and sister in Fitch- 
burg. The body was brought to Adams 
for burial. 


The story of his death is that he was 


killed by a Boston & Albany express 
train about half a mile •east of North 
Wilbraham. The upper part of his face 
was entirely cut off. He was identified 
by his pay card given him by the Free- 
man "Worsted company of Methuen, 
where he had been employed. 


He went to North Wilbraham, on Con- 


ductor Robb's train and when, the 
freight stopped to let the occomoda- 
tion train pass he was seen to leave the 
tr>aiii and sitart east on' the tracks. 
When the train overtook him again he 
attempted to get on, but was caught be- 
tween the two by the express. He was 
first hit by the rear steps on the sec- 
ond car, and so severe was thes chock 
that the steps of the car were torn oft 
and those of the next car bent. 


The men on the freight train saw him 


on the track and later ashe was trying 
to board their train, and called to him 
to look out for the express. H«i prob- 
ably thought they were warning him to 
keep off the freight, and paid no heed 
to them. As soon as the accident was 
discovered the express train backed up 
and took the body on board, carrying it 
to North Wilbraham station.

Prominent New York Newspaper Man's 


Opinion of Berkshire. 


Sereno S. Pratt, one of the most 


clever and best kno\sii newspaper men 
in New York city, has written toaBerk- 
shire friend of his recent experiences 
on a bicycle trip through the county, 
passing north through Williamstown, 
and has the following to say on the 
subject of roads: 


I would suggest to the people of 


Berkshire county, however, that if 
they would like to increase the attrac- 
tiveness of their favored region to 
wheelmen they should improve their 
roads. No reasonable complaint can 


made with the main roads in Great 


Barrington and Stockbridge, but 1 was 
surprised that Lenox*, with all its mag- 
nificent country places, was so poorly 
provided in the matter of roads. Many 
a farming district, with no such wealth 
and natural beauty as Lenox possesses, 
can boast of far better highways. 


There is far more excuse for the poor 


road between Pittsfield and Williams- 
town, but a little enterprise and a lit- 
tle expenditure of money on the part 
of the county authorities would con- 
vert that highway into one of the most 
splendid wheeling roads in America. 
For seven miles into "Williamstown it is 
a steady decline. "With a smooth road- 
way one could coast with safety the 
whole distance. Think of a glorious 
coast seven miles long! And in a 
region, too, where for every inch of the 
way the scenery is a constant delight 
to the eye. 


Good roads are signs of high civili- 


zation. Bicycles have advanced civili- 
zation by promoting- the making- of 
good roads. Great credit is due to the 
League of American Wheelmen. New 
Jersey and Long- Island have learned 
that good roads are paying invest- 
ments. The Ne-vy Jersey farmers arc 
as enthusiastic for them as are the 
bicyclers. In Long Island, wonderful 
to relate, the Long Island railroad has 
sent an agent all over the Island, lec- 
turing in'favor of good roads. It has 
discovered that good roads and the 
g-ood will of wheelmen increases the 
business of the rntlroad.

INTO THE MOUNTAINS, 


Insurgents Continue to Flee Before 


Advance of American^ 


Generals Filar and Luna Are 


In Way of Peace. 


Good Work of Subsistence Corps In Supplying 


Our Troops With Fool 


Washington, June 9.—The situation In 


the Philippines is described by Gen«al 
Oli3 in the following telegram: 


Result movements Morong province 


was to drive insurgents into mountains, 
capturing Antipo'lo and other towns in 
that section, with point of land project- 
ing into bay. They retreated and scat- 
tered before our advance, leaving 25 dead 
on field; our loss four killed and few 
wounded, mostly slight. 


City of Mofong on only land en route 


around bay, garrisoned; all other troops 
withdrawn. Inhabitants of provinces 
profess friendship, ask protection; large 
numbers i\ish to enter Manila; refuse, 
as city population increasing too rapid- 
ly. Leading natives throughout island, 
including active insurgent leaders, seek 
permission to send families to Manila; 
considered only place of personal secur- 
ity. 


The conclusions drawn by the war de- 


partment officials concerning the con- 
dition in the Philippines, given in the 
dispatch of General Otis, are that the 
insurgents are little more than maraud- 
ing- bands, which will continually de- 
crease when the men find there is life 
and liberty under American govern- 
ment. 
These bands are regarded as 


something like the bands of Indians 
25 and 30 years ago, and the people who 
are coming into the American lines ask- 
ing- for protection are considered like 
those who sought protection in the forte 
during the early stages of American de- 
velopment in the west. Nothing is yet 
said as to the intention of General Otis 
to continue active hostilities, but this 
is a matter that will be left wholly in 
the hands of General Otis, and he will 
no doubt fight or rest as the circum- 
stances determine. 


Officials here are in doubt as to whether 


Aguinaldo, in declaring his dictatorship, 
Is animated by a desire to rid himself of 
his refractory generals, Pilar and Luna, 
or whether he aims to consolidate in. his 
own hands the power to make terms of 
peace. 


It is known from the recent reports 


of President Schurman of the American 
Philippine commission that these two 
generals owe only faint allegiance to 
Aguinaldo, and their attitude towards 
the peace negotiations has made these 
negotiations ineffectual, 
the 
civilian 


members on the Filipino side of the joint 
commission being completely overawed 
and dominated by the military element 
controlled by these generals. 
It is be- 


lieved here that if Aguinaldo can bend 
these men to hsi will and assume su- 
preme control, he will at once make for 
peace, being able to secure better terms 
for himself than he would othewise. 


Among the reports which accompanied 


the report of General Otis regarding 
operations about Manila, are those re- 
lating to the subsistence of the army. 
It appears from these that the sub- 
sistence corps was prompt in every way 
in supplying the troops with food. 
Un- 


der date of March 20, Major Robert H. 
Pitzhugh, chief commissary of the sec- 
ond division, says: 
"On the evening of 


Feb. 5. after hard fighting and a gen- 
eral advance all along the division line, 
the troops were given their supper 
promptly at the regular hour, and dur- 
ing all of the subsequent movements 
while the troops have been constantly 
confronting the enemy, either in line or 
in the trenches, the continuous supply 
of rations has been maintained with- 
out a break, and at all times a reserve 
of at least two days of travel ration has 
been kept on hand." 


There is also a report from Captain M. 


G. Krayenbuhl. in charge of the com- 
missary subsistence sales depot at Ma- 
nila, who reported that the lations are 
perfectly satisfactory, 


A report from Captain S. B. Booles, 


commissary of the First brigade, Sec- 
ond division, oated at Caloocan, March 
18, says: 
"Since Feb. 4,1S99, the troops 


comprising the brigade have been ra- 
tioned with the greatest dispatch, and 
at no time has any organization been 
forced to wait for, much less miss a 
rneal. 
On the occasion of every ad- 


vance, the rations were not only de- 
livered to the men on the firing lane, but 
their meals were prepared and ready 
for them at meal hours. 
I have es- 


tablished at this point a sales depot, 
where all the luxuries kept by the d 
partment may be purchased by officers 
and-men."

ARIS, May 20.—Although many wo- 
men laid away their furs,. suppos- 
ing that winter was over, some of 


the more precipitate have been com- 
pelled to take them out of their boxes, 
for the weather has been extremely va- 
riable, balmy days alternating with 
many that would make one's teeth al- 
most chatter. Nevertheless almost all 
visitors a.re making a heroic effort to 
convince themselves that the tempera- 
ture is now ail that it should be. 


Just at present there is much fash- 


ionable agitation of the subject of head- 
dress. The fU'st empire style, as worn 
on the stage by Mme. Rejane in her 
new play and also by Mme. Jane -Had- 
ing in her role of the Empress Joseph- 


ine, has captivated many leaders of 
fashion. 
The style, .however, is one 


that will not sujt all faces. Those with 
irregular feature^ for instance, will 
find the arrangement a difficult one. 
Such faces must have-the hair turned 
up and puffed. To harmonize with •• this 
arrangement the milliners are making 
charming headdresses trimmed with 
feathers and frizzes. 


Speaking of millinery recalls to my 


mind that milliners are utilizing sea- 
sonable flowers to trim their more ex- 
pensive creations. For instance, just at 
present the pansy .is high in their es- 
teem, while a little later they will be 
using lilies of the valley, cornflowers, 
etc. Of course this has the effect of 


making those who can afford it refill 
their hat boxes more frequently than 
hitherto, and, as only the rich can af- 
ford it, the bourgeoise are left behind, 
and the exclusives are pleased and ap- 
proving.

For -keeping down the loose hair at 


the back of the neck a pretty novelty 
has been introduced. It consists of a 
jeweled ornament having outspread 
Mercury wings. 


Shoes present some summer novelties. 


One of these is walking boots in colored 
leather to match the gowns. They are 
made with pointed toes brogued in pat- 
ent leather. Brown buckskin, stitched 
and strapped with Russia leather of the 
same color, is conspicuous in the shops 
of the best makers. A new idea in the 
way of a walking shoe is a. high one of 
patent leather, on which glitters a great 
cut steel buckle. "Worn with a light 
summer dress, the effect would be very 
fetching. Strapped walking shoes, in- 
stead of laced, are another novelty. 


One admirable thing that impresses 


one in the Parisian shoeshops is that 
the shopman studies his customer's foot 
as carefully and successfully for a shoe 
as Worth, Doucet, Redfern or any of 
the rest of them considers the figure 
in preparing madame's gown. The re- 
sult is that, having studied the pecul- 
iarities of the foot, the dealer is able to 
provide it with a shoe that will not only 
skillfully conceal defects, but will em- 
phasize its good points. 


Much of the success of one's gown, es- 


pecially the summer one, depends on 
the character of the underlinen worn 
with it. This season muslin holds sway 
even to petticoats, the faintest rustle of 
silk betraying the fact that the wearer 
is not eomme il faut. 
These muslin 


skirts are, many of them, far more ex- 
pensive than silk ones, for they are 
fashioned of the finest of lawns and rare 
muslins and are covered with costly 
flounces of the finest real lace. The pet- 
ticoats are cut as the silk ones were and 
are trimmed with graduated flounces, 
very often with valenclennes lace, com- 
bined with Vandykes and tuckings of 
the main material of the garment. Many 
of the fine undergarments have tucks 
and cordings of the material combined 
with the lace and insertion as trimming. 
On some of -these the tucks are ar- 
ranged so as to form squares and other 
eccentric patterns. 
The handkerchief 


trimming, showing the • points falling 
over arms and shoulders, is another fa- 
vorite arrangement. 


One summer gown that fair Amer- 


icans might easily copy was worn 
at the soiree -of the Duchesse de Ven- 
dome. This garment was made of tur- 


quoise silk. The skirt was cut to show 
four deep tabs—one before, one behind 
and two on the hips. The tabs were 
edged with chiffon ruching, and from 
under them the silk fell in folds that 
gave, a picturesque fullness to the bot- 
tom of the skirt, which was edged below 
with a row of chiffon ruching. The 
blouse was of silk, inset with a highly 
ornamental vest of heavy lace. The 
sleeves were headed with pointed pieces 
of lace and finished with TOWS of chiffon 
ruching. No one could accuse the mo- 
diste .who constructed it of being guilty 
of lavish extravagance in the way of 
trimmings. The truth is the gown de- 
pended on the cut and fit for the prized 
elegance that made- the costume ad- 
mired of men and,coveted by women. 


An afternoon costume, a hand embroid- 


ered garment of silk, that might be 
successfully duplicated in embroidered 
linen, handsome patterns of which-are 
being shown this season in the shops, 
was worn by a fair demoiselle whom I 
noticed among the shoppers in the Rue 
de la Paix very recently. The flounces 
upon the skirt were fastened upon the 
left side, giving a spiral effect to the 
trimming. 
The . blouse trimming was 


particularly pretty. Over the shoulders 
was arranged a pointed piece consisting 
of narrow plaits along the edge, and 
special embroidery filled up the inter- 
vening space. Under this the blouse 
consisted of alternate rows of narrow 
plaits, narrow lace insertion and em- 
broidery. The collar was a high em- 
broidered one, finished behind with 
flounces of lace. The sleeves were a tri- 
fle fuller, and therefore more comforta- 
ble than'those seen'on the most ultra 
fashionable garments, but this slight 
disregard of the extreme of the style 
was compensated for by the novel ar- 
rangement of the cuff that fell over the 
hand in a sort of scoop shaped flounce. 
The narrow plaits were arranged above 
this in curved.rows. 


A- garden party gown that I saw at 


Doucet's • was of pearl white crepon, 
marvelously garnished with soft white 
lace: and 
narrow, bands of white 


satin r-ibbon. TheseJoands of lace, sev- 
eral inches wide, 'Cci-ine down .the front 
of the skirt, suggesting an overskirt. 
Beginning on the hips, shorter bands 
were brought alnio~st to the bottom of 
the skirt on each side. The front and 
the adjacent side pieces were united by 
rows of narrow satin ribbon arranged 
in curves and continued under the side 
pieces to the back of the gown, where 
they terminated 'i'li' dainty little bows. 
The blouse was ^filte'd" with a square 
yoke of lace and with sleeves of the 
same, through wTfich the pink flesh was

hinted at. Bands of wide lace outlined 
each side of an imaginary jacket and 
were brought over narrow bands of the 
satin ribbon that were placed just be- 
neath .the yoke.' >Straps of ribbon fas- 
tened with bows held the fictitious 
jacket over the shoulders just above the 
arms. Two dainty bows on the front.of 
the bodice, together with the ribbon 
over the shoulders, gave .the only touch 
ot color to the 'toilet, for they were of 
pale blue. 


The 'Duchesse de~ la Rochefoucauld, 


always a well dressed woman, wore a 
very smart tailor made dress the other 
afternoon when out for a drive. As a 
great modist had confided to me that 
he considered it one of the choicest 
things of that sort which lie has done 
this'season, I was particularly interest- 
ed in noting its many perfections. It 
was cut to, show a'redingote in white 
cloth, opening irt- front over a. double 


skirt of mauve crepe, de chine, embroid- 
ered in a darker shade. The collar and 
the revers of the redingote were of 
crepe de chine shot with silver threads 
and embroidered, as was the skirt, but 
in a more minute pattern. The under- 
bodice was a lovely arrangement of 
cream mousseline de sole covered with 
a scroll-like pattern in the finest baby 
ribbon. Skirt and bodice were divided 
by a handsome belt of old silver fasten- 
ed with a jeweled clasp. 


I should especially commend the mus- 


lin gowns just about to be sent away to 
form part of the summer trousseau of a 
fair debutante, who will accompany her 
mother a little later to some of the wa- 
tering- places. One of these gowns was 
of orchid mauve and peach blossom 
pink, so cut as to be absolutely tight 
fitting- to the knees, or even a little low- 
er, I should judge. Where it..Tagging to 
widen a band of embroidered muslin in- 


dicated the change, the drapery belcm 
spreading in very full flounces about 
the feet. Each of the flounces was edged 
with dainty ruchings of white chiffon. 
The bodice was almost plain, the dra- 
pery crossing under a chemisette of in- 
sertion and lace. On the shoulders the 
transparent sleeves were completed 
with a graceful frill that fell well over 
the hand, the usefulness of this arrange- 
ment being obvious when one considers 
the tendency of the hands to look their 
worst during the hot summer, when 
wind and tan. have a chance to do theif 
worst and gloves are most uncomforta- 
ble.

Beautiful Kvenlns Gown*. 


Among the favorite fabrics for even- 


Ing gowns, both for dance and dinner 
dresses, a beautiful quality of silk crepe 
de chine will hold its own. This lovely 
material is obtainable this season in a 
number of very soft and beautiful 
shades, chosen chiefly because they light 
up so well at night. There are, for in- 
stance, some exquisite shades of cerise, 
golden yellow and a brilliant turquoisa 
blue, which have never before been seen 
In this particular fabric. 


A beautiful dinner gown of crepe de 


china is made in the form of a princess 
dress and arranged so that the draper- 
ies of the skirt, which, of course, fit 
closely round the hips, open for soma 
little distance in front to show a petti- 
coat of cream satin, veiled with a; 
flounce of renaissance lacs in a deep 
tone of cream color. The cerise draper- 
ies sweep away with gracious curves on 
either side, leaving- this petticoat visibly 
in front only, as the crepe de china it- 
self forms quite a long train. Following 
the line of these soft draperies and 
starting from the left side of the decol- 
letage, there is a wonderful appliqua 
trimming of hydrangea blossoms in tha 
palest possible shades of heliotrope and 
blue arranged in chiffon. The flowers 
are raised cleverly above the level ot 
the crepe de chine, but they consist only, 
of chiffon and are npt padded in any, 
way, so that the effect is delightful, and 
here and there the chiffon leaves seem 
to be held In place by a tiny diamond, 
Small amethysts, too, shine out among 
the leaves, which are worked in soft 
silks in pale shades of green. 


These beautiful hydrangea blossoms 


form a kind of garland, worked on the 
crepe de chine and outlining the decol- 
letage, while on one shoulder, In place 
of a sleeve, there are clusters of hy- 
drangea blossoms, the stems tied with' 
narrow black velvet ribbon. The othen 
sleeve consists of a little butterfly dra- 
pery of renaissance lace and a few; 
folds of cream satin to repeat the ideqi 
of the cream lace petticoat.

T THIS ssason of the year, when 


the demand for wedding gifts is 
•unprecedertedly large and the 


good housekeeper thinks of replenish- 
ing her stock of china for summer use, 
the newest china and silver as dis- 
played in the shop windows possess an 
irresistible fascination. 


Of course the demand is always for 


"something new under the sun." What- 
ever Solomon's standing in the faith of 
modern womankind, on this one point 
at least their practice displays a large 
and active skepticism." St. Paul, who 
so sadly disapproved of the investiga- 
tive Athenians' yearning for "new 
things," would have collapsed in de- 
spair before the robust demand -for 
newness that pervades every branch of 
the 
modern woman's housekeeping 


methods. 


For .instance, Mrs. TJptodate goes 


shopping. As she sallies along the ave- 
nue she notices some handsome china — 
china that would be an ornament to her 
afternoon tea table, whose furnishings 
careless guests and the children have 
somewhat diminished. She goes into 
the shop.and is shown Coalport ware, 
more Coalport and still more Coalport, 
from which her shopping instinct tells 
her that Coalport is much the fashion. 
Some of the cups are gems of work- 
manship, jeweled cups and saucers, the 
'gold ground being incrusted with tur- 
quoises.

Seeing that her eyes sparkle 
with admiration, the shopman probably 
hauls down another set, one for "cafe 
noir," arranged on a long narrow tray, 
supplied' with coffeepot, milk jug and 
sugar basin of quaint form and the 
most delicate and transparent china, 
teacups in Quaint urn shape and two 
handled. The tiny spoons are perhaps 
headed with an ornamental'' arrange- 
ment of coffee berriesr 


For those who believe in the right- 


eousness of tippling there are elegant 
liqueur stands very much resembling 
the 5 o'clock tea sets, which, when 
filled with chartreuse and benedictine, 
•re likely to prove dangerous enemies 
to th« Prohibition party. 
«. A pretty style is being Introduced in 
cheese and butter- dishes. They are 
Jong, wjth a handle in the center, so 
that they may be the more easily pass- 
ed about mmong the guests. For "hors 
d'ceuvres" sets .are made consisting of 
• «ilv«r tray covered with cut glass 
tittfiM. Jam end biscuit jars are fitted 
with silver covere so that the contents 
are displayed when the jars are opened. 
Dishes for almost every conceivable 
form of ice are shown. A quaint idea 
Is --tin 
mounted bottle, the upper 


half lifting off to"show a little well, in 
which the bottle to be frappe is placed,

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while in the space between this and 
the sides of the bottle ice is to be pack- 
ed. Shrapnel shell of oxidized silver 
is also made to open and afford space 
for a bottle and ice. Tiny ice buckets 
are especially designed to hold cham- 
pagne glasses, as ladies are usually so 
long in drinking their wine that before 
they have finished it is tepid. 


Great silver jugs and oil and vinegar 


cruets of hammered silver are much 
seen in the shops, their size and solidi- 
ty recalling the old baronial days, 
when the great nobles beside their rude 
hearthstones drank brimming beakers 


they are furnished with china shades 
of Coalport ware, adapted for use with 
electric lights. 


Of china the same may be said as of 


silver. The best quality is always an 
ornament to a house, and when it can 
be .well cared for its purchase is al- 
ways desirable. A very clever woman 
of moderate means has made the aim 
of her-life the collection of china. She 
knows the marks of the ware and often 
picks up old pieces in out of the \v_a.y 
places at great bargains. 
Instead of 


buying cheap common china she buys 
fewer pieces of the best wares. She 
has a corner in her drawing room 
where she has arranged hec plates, 
cups and saucers and bowls to form.a 
highly decorative part of .the furnish- 
ing of the room. The cabinets are noth- 
ing more than tiny shelves put up and 
covered with velvet to match the dark, 
thick 'paper and ha.rmonizo with 
colors of the room against which the 
china is displayed.

John Q. Er\\in began his duties as 


agent of the board of health, in place of 
James A. Koughton, resigned. Mr. Er- 
win does not know how long he will act 
in this capacity, and the board does not 
intend that he shall, having simp- 
ly "engaged him at a salary as tempo- 
rary agent." The salary will be $2 a 
day instead of $3, which has been paid. 


This action on the part of the bo'ard 


was taken after considerable discussion, 
and the 
engagement of Mr. Erwin 


"temporarily" is simply in order that 
the board may have the office more di- 
rectly under their control, to remove 
and replace the occupant at any time 
that it may seem wise to the board. 
Not only did they appoint Mr. Erwin to 
act merely for the present, but they de- 
cided that hereafter no one shall be 
appointed permanently, but that when- 
ever the place is filled, it shall be in 
this way, so that the agent can be re- 
moved wi-hout any trouble. 


So far as being the authorized agent 


of the board, Mr. Erwin will have all 
the authority of the office, and so far 
as is knonw will occupy the officer per- 
manently. 


The appointment or engagement of 


Mr. Erwin was what was expected by 
those who were acquainted with the 
facts of the case, as was reported in 
The Transcript at the time of Mr. 
Boughton's 
resignation. 
The only 


surprise was in the manner of the ap- 
pointment and the making of it an 
office as directly under the control of 
the board as far as holding it is con- 
cerned as is any clerk in a business 
house. 


The reduction in the pay to $2 a day 


was also what was generally expected 
the board would do, and will result in 
lowering the expenses of the board, 
other thing's being equal, by $300 a year. 


Mr. Erwin was all prepared to accept 


the office, and began his duties this 
morning.

at Rock Island, 111. The secretary of 
the PittsHeld C. L. U. was expected to 
be present to consider the question of 
an annual county field day on Labor 
day, but he was not here, and the mat- 
ter will be taken up later. William 
Dobscn, who was one of those who 
went to the Pittsfield C. L. U. fair, 
made a report on the trip, praising the 
work 'Of the Pittsfield union, and point- 
ing out the good points in such an 
event. There is to be a field day in 
Pittsfield next labor day anyway, at 
which the local u-iion will be represent- 
ed, and if this is a success it is prob- 
able that the local C. L. U. will hold a 
similar fair next year to help pay the 
expenses of a field day in this city in 
1900. 


Under reports of the condition of

time he has spent in tho service of 
the state is all he feels called upon to 
give.

A New Rule for Wheelmen. 


The city of Springfield is discussing 


an ordinance r'erjuiring bicycle riders to 
keep on the right side of the road in 
city streets. The matter has been dis- 
cussed somewhat by the councilmen. 
It is not planned to make a rigid rule 
in this matter. It is realized that in the 
outlying streets, ' and also in many, 
streets in, the 'settled part of the city 
the highway is passable only on one 
side. It is 'thought that it would be 
impracticable to require bicycle riders 
to keep to the right hand side when 
they have the street all to themselves; 
bu't only to require that in meeting 
teams or other wheels that each, bi- 
cycle must keep on, the right hand side. 
The provision that this shall be re- 
quired where the roads are passable 
may be inserted. 


An examination of the law shows it 


ta be doubtful, however, whether any 
such action can. be taken leg-ally under 
the existing bicycle law. Sectioni 5 
of chapter 479 of the acts, of 1894, be- 
ing the present bicycle la,w, In sub- 
sta.nce provides that cities can make 
no ordinances respecting the use of bi- 
cycles or tricycles, except.a,s provided 
for elsewhere In that act, which savs 
nothing1 about giving power to force 
..bicyclist*, tp on* side ol the street.

Mr. Learned Had not been 'at his office 


in this city much of late, but only a few 
of his friends had known of this latest 
serious tuin to his illness, and the news 
of his death was received with sur- 
prise. He was here much of the time 
during the winter, and was well known 
and popular in a large circle of friends. 


Mr. Learned ^\as one of the best 


known men in Pittsfleld, having hold 
many public offices as well as being 
prominent in Business. He was. born in 
Watervliet, N. Y., in 1851, and was not 
quite 48 years old. His parents moved 
to Pittsfield when, he was a boy, and 
after his education m the schools there, 
he \\ ent into business. Soon afterwards 
he became interested in. the woolen in- 
dustry and began a careful study of it 
in the Bel Air mill, which at that time 
was owned by his father, the late Ed- [ 
ward Learned. The business was later 
purchased by Frank E. Kernochan and 
Edward McAlpme Learned, and the 
mills- became known as uie Bel Ail- 
Manufacturing company. 
The mills 


were fairly successful under the new 
management, but shut down about 20 
years ago. 


In 1889 he was elected tax collector of 


Pittsfield, which was then a town, and 
wa9 re-elected to the same office in 
1890. 
In 1801 Pittsfield became a city, 


and although the oily council -\\as re- 
publican, Mr. Learned was elected tax 
co-Hector by one i ote. In 1892 the city 
council was again republican apd Mr. 
Learned was defeatPd in his aspira- 
tions for a fourth, term. He took his 
defe-at 
graciously 
and 
immediately 


sought other lines of -endeavor, estab- 
lishing the broker's office of which his 
local office was a branch. 


Afterwards he ran for the legislature, 


but was defeated by one vote. He \\ as 
always a loyal democrat, and managed 
the campaign which sent O. W. Robbing 
to the state senate. 


Mr. Learned was a genial, attractive 


man, always cordial to those who met 
him, and enthusiastic in his recreation 
as well as in his business. He was par- 
ticularly 
cheerufl 
during his last 


illness, although he realized that it 
must eventually prove fatal.

"Whitaker of this city has been elected 
superintendent -of the new department, 
and the local members are much 
pleased with the choice, as with the 
experience gained -with the law in this 
city she is able to present the matter 
forcibly to other cities and towns. 


The subject will soon be brought to 


•the point where it will be decided one 
way or the .other in Pittsfield. It has 
been, under miore or less discussion 
there for about a year, the agitation 
beginning as soon, as the law was put 
into effect in this city. At the conclu- 
sion of its first year here the discussion 
was renewed in Pittsfield, and now its 
advocates have planned an active cam- 
paign in its favor. 


The chief argument in its favor there 


is the success of the ordinance here, and 
an ordinance -will soon be presented to 
the Pittsfield council which is an exact 
duplicate of the one in force here. Pa- 
pers a,re being circulated there for sign- 
ers to the petition which will accom- 
pany the ordinance when it is present- 
ed. 


It is expected that the council of 


Pittsfield will vote to t:-y the law, as 
that city has been greatly troubled of 
late with depredations on the part 
of boys committed during the evening, 
while the officers have no means of 
doing- anything -\\ith the offenders now 
unless they hiii)|,en to be caught in the 
act, which is not tho usual custom of 
boys when engaged in mischievous 
pranks-.
